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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 to 44 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does 
not teach, suggest, or disclose applicant's claimed electrochemical device, process for 
determining the quality of electroplated deposits, and method for calculating electrochemical 
process parameters because the claimed electrochemical device and the claimed methods 
require the presence of a plurality of distinctly different cathodic or anodic regions which 
support one or more electrochemical reactions. U.S. Patent No. 4,695,360 (Asatiarii, et al.) 
teaches a device comprising an electrochemical cell and the appropriate ancillary components 
that measure the corrosion resistance of metals. Asatiani, et al. does not teach or reasonably 
suggest an electrochemical device or electrochemical methods which utilize a plurality of 
distinctly different cathodic or anodic regions that support one or more electrochemical 
reactions.
